UCH THE CONCENSUS OF OPINION 
u AT THE FARMERS MEETING. 


A Ftoe Address by J. H. White, a Dele • 
fate to the New Orleaos Cotton 
Convention. 


The 
adjourned 
m eeting of 
the 
Brasos coun ty cotton growers mass 
m eetin g w as held yesterday accord­ 
in g to call, after several postpone­ 
m ents. ft* D. M cGee was in the 
chair, and E arnest Beard secretary. 
J. H . W h ite made a report of his 
'rip to N ew Orleans in com pany with 
F. A. Capps, as delegates to the 
national cotton growers convention. 
An execu tive com m ittee, 
was ap­ 
pointed to keep up the work of agi­ 
tation for diversification aud reduc­ 
tion of cotton acreage. 
Committee, 
IhL. D. M cGee, J. H . W hite, I. M. 
L ook, O. L. W ilcox, 
Prof. 
R. F. 
■Smith, J. W . Mathis. 
The commit- 
|&e are to distribute blanks to be 
{signed by farmers, pledging reduc­ 
tion, also, w ith the help of such men 
as they may get to co-operate with 
them ,! collect 
statistics regarding 
the ex ten t of reduction. 
Mr. Capps was not present, and 
Mr. W hite made a verbal report of 
the action o f the New Orleans con­ 
vention, and of h is part 
in 
it. 
These facts have heretofore come to 
tho know ledge of m ost 
of 
the 
E agle’s readers, through the news­ 
papers. 
T he substance was a reso­ 
lution that the farmers of the South 
reduce their cotton acreage 25 per 
cent., com m ercial 
fertilizers 
(in 
states where it is used) the same, 
and hold cotton now unsold for IO 
cents. 
Mr. W hite added to the facts in 
the case a great m any 
interest­ 
ing rem arks and argum ents. 
He 
said the* Brazos county 
farmers 
have failed to get together in time 
to join the organized movement, 
and we do not know whether farm­ 
ers in this county will reduce cot­ 
ton acreage or not, but we had bet­ 
ter do%o. 
We had better cut out 
som e of the cotton and increase 
hom e production of the necessities 
o f life. 
H e has cut bis cotton crop 
50 per cent, and has been about 
among his neighbors, and 
finds 


that am ong them there is a general 
decision to reduce cotton. 
Mr. W hite made it hot for the 
man who says he w ill not reduce 
because if everybody else does cot­ 
ton w ill bring a good price. 
H e 
says that man is helping his enem ­ 
ies to tie a load around his own 
neck, and is deserting his friends. 
H e is liable to find that his sort is 
in the m ajority, and that a bumper 
crop w ill be raised, and then while 
he is struggling with a big crop of 
cotton to sell at less than the cost 
of production, the man 
who re­ 
duced his acreage of cotton and 
raised the principal 
necessaries 
of life at home w ill be independ­ 
ent. 
Not only the necessaries of 
life can be raised by our farmers, 
but some produce besides cotton 
can be raised to sell and bring in 
m oney. 
Mr* W hite’s talk was highly ap­ 
preciated because it was full of good 
com m on sense. 
Messrs. I. M. Cook and Mark 
W ilcox made talks along the sam e 
line that went to the spot. 
Mr. 
W ilcox said that for years he has 
been encouraging his tenants to 
raise the necessaries of life in the 
way of feed stuffs, their own meat, 
etc., and they are in good condition 
to reduce acreage, because they do 
not have to mortgage a cotton crop 
for supplies. 
As a result of the information 
gained at this m eeting, it* is safe 
to predict that there will be a m a­ 
terial reduction of cotton planted 
in this county this year. 
G entle­ 
m en present from the Brazos bot­ 
tom, and others who have talked 
with bottom planters reported that 
even there considerable reduction 
of acreage in cotton w ill be made 
this year. 
The matter of raising the ex ­ 
pense m oney of the delegates to the 
New Orleans convention was taken 
up, and the two newspapers were 
requested to raise the m oney by 
starting a subscription fund and 
calling for contributions. 
On m otion, the m eeting adjourn­ 
ed without a date
